IThy  is  it  that  shoppers  have  trouhle  finding  onions  for  a  long  time  and  then 
suddenly,  with  the  coming  of  a  new  crop,  the  stores  have  more  than  they  can  handle. 
Uhy  are  certain  preferred  cuts  of  meat  practically  unobtainahle  in  some  markets 
at  a  time  when  the  total  supply  of  meat  is  large  enough  so  that  point  values  can 
"be  removed  on  nearly  all  meats?    And  why  do  we  find  temporary  local  market  gluts 
of  certain  foods  when  we  know  that  total  wartime  needs  exceed  the  supply? 

Finally — above  all — what  can  the  jtoerican  people  do  to  improve  the  food  situation — 
to  help  make  food  "fight  for  freedom"? 

Prefaced  by  the  foregoing  paragraphs  a  MOT  SHEET  ON  EOOD  is  scheduled  to  come  out 
in  a  few  days  that  will  help  provide  answers  to  these  questions.     Factors  that 
determine  food  supplies,  the  outlook  for  civilian  supplies,  farm  labor,  victory 
gardens,  home  food  preservation,  food  conservation,  nutrition,  and  marketing 
plentiful  foods    are  factually  treated  in  this  round-up  about  the  food  situation- 
Distribution  of  this  fact  sheet  will  be  made  to  all  Government  agencies  and  field 
staffs  concerned.
